gard to steaml»oat navigation. It is remarkable that 
he has occupied a captain's position in the mail-line 
between tbie city and Cincinnati for a period of 
thirty-two jears. and that throughout his extended 
career no lioat under hi; command has ever met with 
a serious accident. Capt. Summons died as it were 
4 'on watch,"' having made his trips regularly almost 
to the day of bis death, on the steamer Superior, 
which boat was under his command.

— It is Wirtit singu- 
lar that in mo-t of the leading citie" of the L uitei' 
S'ate-t ^a-? consumers have, §ut SQBM lints aait, .■een 
complaining loudly and bitterly because of an unex- 
pected and unuccouutable increase in ttcir gas bills. 
Everywhere, it is said, the greatest economy has 
been Practiced by consumers, bur this iiid not check 
th* auvancing tendency in the charges of the gas 
companies. P.iwn went the lights, and up went the 
bills. It: Cincinnati, complaints of this character 
are universal. Nice-tenths of the consumers, we 
have reason to think, believe they are paying for a 
great deal more gal than they consume. They can- 
not be made to believe the consumption increased in 
proportion to the charges. Neither can they explaiu 
the apparent discrepancy. 

The state of the meters was carefully noted from 
month to month, and the figures were f'.ur.d to agree 
with those rendered by the company. So far, there- 
fore, as the meters indicate, even thing appears to 
lie correct. What then is the matter? There is 
something wrong. It is useless to deny this. It is 
hardly possible that private families and others, 
without any increase in the number of burners, in 
spite of every effort to economi. t, anil >ith the aid 
of all the modern contrivances, for reducing the 
flow ©f gas, could consume from thirty-three to fifty 
per cent more gas than in the enrresj mding 
months last year. What, therefore, we re{ -at, is 
the matter? Is there no scientific man anung as 
that can throw light on the subject? Will the gas 
company favor the public with an explanation? 
While pausing for a reply, our readers will find the 
following cemmunicition, which we reproduce from 
the Baltimore American, interesting and instructive: 

The complaint of largely increased gas M'tyJ for the last 
quarter is so universal that it is all nonsense on the pait of 
tne company to undertake to explain the matter by attrib- 
uting it to extravagance, or an Increased pressure. That 
will not satisfy me, for I have the turn-off aey in my par- 
lor, and only allow sufficient gas to pass to supply the 
necersary light when the cocks are turned to tlteir full ca- 
pacity. 

In the first place, I will state how the public may be de- 
frauded by a false register of the meter, and, as the com- 
pany have been charging for the amount of whisky put in 
the meter, I am iuclinad to think (unless they have charg- 
ed the grogceriea' profit on it) the fault may be there. I 
do not profess to be an expert in the manufacturing of gas x 
or to have a thorough knowledge of the construction of 
the meters now in general u«e, but will endeavor to adhere 
to facts aud at the same time try aud make the public com. 
prehend the principle I am coming at, although t fear, in 
the absence of a cut of the muter, with the inside of the 
conatruction exposed, it will be no easy undertaking. 

However, to illustrate the principle. I will take the ordi- 
nary water-wheel with bew BavpaM w w h a te ascer- 
tain how much wafer will pass by the number of revolu- 
tions; to do so, we must know the contents of each box, 
and therefore the quantity discharged by one revoluti n. 
With the proper machiuery attached to the ail ■. wc easily 
ascertain the number of revolutions within a certain time, 
and allowing each box to be full, we readily find the quan- 
tity of water that has passed. But suppose (as is the case 
with meters), the wheel revolves with the boxes, r.uly half 
full of water, how stands the case then with the register? 
Why, only one-halras much has pa«#ed as will be indica- 
ted by the index. Now, suppose the cimpany, or their 
agents, instead of only fillinc the meter to the proper 
point, so as to get the full capacity of the ga« box. they 
fill the meter with the grog (paving a Hg profit I to a point 
that will reduce the capacity of the gas boxes one-half; or, 
in other words, instead of the mouth of tae box iust dip- 
ping in the grog, it is half immersed. The same revolution 
is performed, and just one-half the ca- ha« ;.»**d. as m ill 
be shown by the index as with hat wator-vhaaL

The 
sole illuminating powar of gas depends ui«on the t*r cent- 
age of olefiant gas or heavy carlihb. of hydrogen, repre- 
sented in chemistry by the following symbols C4, H4, or 
four atoms of carbon nw four atoms of hvdrogen: and by 
weicnt as IwHaaa 9t i>-»r?s of <Ttrb«<n hd'' 4 parts of hvd'-o. 
gen. and ha* the specific gravitc of n MB, or vory amf the 
same as atmospheric air, an.l burns with a brilliant w hi:e 
light. It should be madefrom the Cannel coal, free from 
sulphur (which I suptose the enmpanv will not pretend to 
say is the c«e with the present coal aW are using) and as 
far as possible of oxvgen. as both of the^e combine with 
greater affinity to the hvdrogen and theivbr prevent the 
combination with carbon, which alone EoSVM the illumiua- 
ting gas. as has been shown. 

The constituents of coal may he classed as follows: solid,

\>here ther-i are MM fa in I lies in absolute destitu- 
tion of food and clothing. They den t know what it 
ii to have a full n.eal of victuals. In the last season, 
with the exception of one man. wLo made a fortu- 
nate haul of mackerel, they caught ItftinllT ftnffcfall 
He has helped hi« i.eighhorfl Ijeyond his nieans, and 
r.t>w they are pennilem. and famine stares them in 
i he face from day to day. Other harliors mav not 
1-e s'- totally destitu'e. but we fear are not much 
letter. 

Italy. — The Sardinian Government has fur.vard- 
oa a noti to the King of Naples relative to the attair 
of the Cagliari through Count Gropeilo, tLe flaialhi 
ian Minister at Naples. This note, through the 
intervention ot the Western powers, is moderate. 
It discusses the question, out makes no threat 
■gainst the Neapolitan Government. The Minister 
fur Foreign Affaire has forwarded a circular to the 
consular agents residing in British pjssess'on*, in- 
structing them as to the formalities they are infut^re 
to use respecting pa/sports: 

The Salerno correspondent of the London Times, 
writing re»pe -tin^ the trial of parties implicated in 
the Cagliari afrair, thus describes the terrible in- 
humanities practised bv the Italian authorities 
even unon the witnesses'. His letter is dated Feb- 
ruary 3d: 

Tiie trial was resumed on Monday morning, and 
as these first days are occupied with the examina- j 
tion of the passengers and the crew of the C.icliari, | 
the president always waits for the appearance of 
Hh Britannic Majesty 'a acting consul and the Sar- ! 
dinian consul. Watt wa» again reported ill: he [ 
would not come except by force, ana this the act- 
ing consul would not permit to be used, for fear , 
of driving him into frenzv. In fact, he is in a ' 
state of mental agitation bordering en madness, and 
since the commencement of the trial has rot slept 
at night, but walks his room in much excitement. 
At the commencement of the proceeding.-. Signer 
Lauria demanded that rive of the passengers libe- 
rated as innocent some two mouths since might 
be permitted to appear hi court: their evidence was 
of great value to the defense. They were non- 
waiting instructions at Genoa. The Procureur 
General made no objection, and the demand was 
granted. Signor di Franc-ecci, another advocate 
for the defense of the captain and crew of the Cag- 
liari, then demanded that a diary of all the events 
which had occurred since the Cagliari left Genoa, 
and which diarv was found ou the body of one of 
the dead, should I* shown to Nicotcra la order to 
verify the handwiiting. 

This was deemed of great importance, for the 
C.neral belief is that the diary was found cn the 
body of Pisacane, and that its details contain a full 
exculpation of the captain and crew of the Cagliari: 
thus, in fact, nullifying the indictment against them 
and rendering void the confiscation of the Cagliari. 
The request was immediately rejected by the Vtj- 
cureur-General. The judges retired to consider, 
and shortly after returned and announced that, by a 
majority of six votes, the request had been rejected. 
Fifteen of the passengers of the vessel were then 
called in succession to hear their depositions read, 
and each was asked separately whether he had any- 
thing to add or correct. Every one pre tested against 
l>eing styled "'thieves'' (ladrl) Ly the Procureur- 
General, adding that their own gov amatol « lid 
give them characters. Every one ' potesti i, too, 
against the barbarous treatment which he had re- 
ceived and the acts of robbery perpetrated upon the 
whole. Achille Peruggi said: 'T protest again«t the 
first deposition which wns read, for when I ra \de it 
I was more dead than alive. 

"I protest, too, against the barbarities exercised 
upon us; we were roblied even of our shirts and 
sh'^es. were beaten with hatchets, and ir Sanza 27 
of mv companions after surrender were missatreed 
in cold blood.'" President — "You have heard it bo 
said, perhaps." Pammu — : 'No: I saw them mur- 
dered: I saw- their bodies on the ground, and many 
of those wounded only were rolled over the cliffs, 
and thus terminated their lives."' Giovanni Gaglia- 
ni. a Milanese student, among other things protect- 
ed against the atrocities practise*! against them. 
They had bee;i !-i . .•hingbut their trousers^had 
been buffeted .< A - 'k with axes; and in Padula 
35 of their coin:, i i i ti .d been assassiriated in cold 
"I saw- the acts committed, 
ther word. You bring us 
-us w ho are foreiguers — to 
'appagare' (content or impress) the world: it would 
bs better to give us a blanket, for we are lying on 
straw on the bare ground, and are dying of cold.*' 
ProcureT General — "You have everything that is 
right and desirable; liesides. speak to the Commis- 
sioner." Gngllaw — "We have spoken to the Com- 
missioner ourselves several times. Better to give 
us a blanket to protect us from the cold than send 
us here in carriages. Beside we are accomplices 
like the rest, and we wish to share their fate. As 
to the barbarities committed, those wounded were 
rolled ever the precipices of the mountains, and so 
ended the lives of Pisacane, Falcon*, and others." 

Similar evidence was given by others. All, too, 
united in exculpating the captain and crew of the 
Cagliari from M part in the conspiracy. There was a 
manifest eagerness on the part of all to do this, from 
Baron Nicotera downward. Their declarations were 
char, p-ec'se, and repeated by several of iherr. many 
times m such words as these: "We alone are guilty: 
we compelled the captain and the crew to act under 
our orders; we put them down below, and kept watch 
over them. The captain was greatly agitated, and 
suffered much in being deprived of the command of 
his vessel. He wept, and said he was a ruined man. 
When Pisacane went down below we heard a shout 
of joy on his having discovered the cases of arms. 
Not one of the crew had any knowledge of the par- 
ticipation in the conspiracy, which began with our 
taking forcible possession of the vessel." Such is 
the evidence of one of the officers in command of 
ihe exj»edition, and, up to this day, of 16 of the men
